It is argued at 
tin* department that the Filipinos have 
never been used to the kind of warfare 
that the Americans have given them, 
and for that reason they are now aware 
that it will be impossible for them to ac­ 
complish anything by fighting. 
While 
there is disappointment because the 
movement for the capture of a large 
force of Filipinos was not successful, it 
is believed the pressing of the insurgents 
steadily toward the north, capturing 
their capital and driving them from 
place to place, has had a very discourag­ 
ing effect upon the natives who have 
been following Aguinaldo. 
It is evident by the reference which 
General Otis makes to reconnoitering 
parties that he is having che country 
thoroughly covered aud that the in­ 
formation which they are giving him is 
the basis of the dispatch received. It is 
believed that desertions will soon de­ 
plete the army of Aguinaldo to little or 
nothing.

force of Filipinos was not successful, it 
is believed the pressing of tho insurgents 
steadily toward the north, rapturing 
their capital and driving thorn from 
place to place, lias had a very discourag­ 
ing effect upou the natives who have 
been following Aguinaldo. 
It is evident by the reference which 
General Otis makes to reconnoitering 
parties that he is having che country 
thoroughly coveted aud that the in 
formation which they are giving him is 
the basis of the dispatch received.

plete the arm y of Aguinaldo to little or 
nothing. 
That portion of the dispatch relating 
to tho Visayans refers to the operations 
of which Iloilo is the base.

D etroit, April 4.—Tho elections in 
Michigan did not show any marked 
change in the general political com­ 
plexion of the state, which is nom inally 
Republican, but the result shows quite 
heavy Democratic gains in some of the 
larger cities, notably so in Detroit. 
Grand Rapids, Saginaw, Jackson and 
Kalama z<xi. 
On a generally light vote, 
t he Republicans hold their own in the 
smaller cities and throughout the rural 
districts. 
Circuit judges were elected in 36 judi­ 
cial districts. Of these about tw o-thirds 
of the new judges, who are elected for 
six-year terms, are Republicans. 
The Republicans ro-eleot Judge Claud­ 
ius B. G rant as justice of the supreme 
court by a m ajority of at least 20,000. 
They also elect Henry S . Dean and EU 
R. Sutton regents of Michigan univer­ 
sity by somewhat greater majorities.

The Altgeld m en say that 
their candidate, who is standing upon 
the Chicago platform, will secure all 
the straight silver Democratic vote, and 
will certainly be elected. 
They allow 
him 140,000 votes. 
In the headquarters of tile Harrison 
faction there was the greatest confi­ 
dence. They said that there was not the 
slightest doubt of the mayor's election. 
They gave him 180,000 votes as against 
100,000 for Carter and 30,000 for A lt­ 
geld. 
In the Republican camp the esti 
mate was C arter 130,000, Harrison 120,-

The sober admission is, however, in 
all of the headquarters th at there has 
seldom if ever been an election in Chi 
cago so difficult to forecast w ith acca 
racy as this one.

FOR THE STUDY OF BOTANY. 


M o v e m en t to K stu h lU h a B o ta n ic a l 
Stilt io n In l*o rf o H ico. 
The United States is planning to es­ 
tablish a 
botanical station in Porto 
Hico. 
Efforts are being made now to 
have the headquarters for scientists of 
this country in the newly acquired is 
land of the United States 
Application 
has been made to the department of ag­ 
riculture, and the matter is under ad­ 
visement in Washington. 
The movement for a national biolog 
leal station in the tropics was started 
several years ago by leading scientists 
in America. 
It assumed tangible form 
more than a year ago. when a commit 
tee was appointed to select a suitable 
location and to enlist the leading men 
of science in the country to support it 
This committee announced its decision 
in favor of Jamaica, but the war witli 
Spain came on before anything was 
done to establish the station. Since the 
United States has come into the posses­ 
sion of Porto Rico this island has been 
regarded as a suitable location for a sci­ 
entific station. 
Investigation bas shown that the con­ 
ditions are as favorable there as in Ja­ 
maica. As a consequence the committee 
of scientists has proposed the establish­ 
ment of a station for research and in­ 
vestigation on the ialaod. 
A petition 
bas been sent to the department of ag 
ricultnre asking government aid for the 
enterprise. It is proposed to establish a 
plant similar to the Buitenzorg station 
sustained by the German government 
in Java. It will be a place where Amer­ 
ican scientists can go for observation 
and study of the fauna and flora of th.-* 
tropics. Some of the most valuable sci 
entitle discoveries in recent years have 
been the result of work done at the 
Buitenzorg station. 
Dr. J. M. Coulter, professor of botany 
in the University of Chicago, who was 
chairman of the committee to locate the 
station, said of the matter the othei 
day 
“ The department of agricultor* 
has a man on the island now examining 
its flora with a view to advancing th* 
commercial 
interests of 
the United 
States. 
Upon his retnrn we shall ask 
the department to consider the advisa 
tility o f establishing a station for scien 
title research on the island. The island 
would be suitable for our purposes. Tin 
conditions are right for studying tropic­ 
al plant life. ’ ’ —Chicago Times-Herald

The conditions attending 
the death and bnrial of Kaiulani bore 
out the superstition. 
The rain began 
falling in torrents after she died and 
continued until after abe was buried 
The hours of the funeral, however, were 
bright and clear. 
All that the military and civic pomp 
of civilization could add to the strange 
old Hawaiian funeral customs went to 
make the ceremony one not easily for­ 
gotten. 
For nearly seven days there 
was not an instant when some cere 
mony was not in progress. 
Soon after 
her death kahili bearers began waving 
royal kahilis, or feather pinoles, ever her 
body. 
Every bearer, whether a man or 
a woman, wore a yellow feather cape, 
which is a sign of Hawaiian royalty 
The bearers stood rigidly erect, and the 
waving of the pintoes was done accord 
ing to a formula, from which it was a 
point of honor not to vary. 
At the be­ 
ginning each bearer held his kahili in 
the “ carry arms” position. 
At a sig­ 
nal the kahilis were extended in a bori 
sontal position till they touched tips 
with those on the opposite aide of the 
casket. 
Each bearer then waved his 
kahili to the right, then to the left, re 
peating each motion, and then holding 
the plumes aloft, finally returning to 
the first position. 
During the week 
several kahili bearers fainted from sheer 
exhaustion. 
The body lay in state at Ainahan un­ 
til the Friday preceding the funeral and 
was then removed to the KawaialiaH 
church. 
The ceremony of removal was 
weird. 
It took place in the middle of 
the night The sky was heavily overcast 
and threatened rain. 
Kahili bearers 
walked beside the hearse, waving aloft 
torches made of oily kukui nuts spitted 
on bamboo poles. Following the hearse, 
came members of the royal family in 
carriages, then friends, old servants and 
retainers. 
Among the last were many 
Mele women, who hand down from gen 
elation 
to generation 
the histories 
chants reciting the valor, great deeds 
and history of the Hawaiian people 
They wailed and chanted throughout 
the journey to the church. Others wail 
ed in cadence, while some of the old 
servants broke out in lamentations and 
expressions of personal grief. The dark 
ness, the weird light of torches, the 
absence of the constraining presence of 
the white man and the white man s 
customs, revived in many of the old 
Hawaiians thought, and feelings of 
earlier days, and they broke into hula 
hula songs and dances, according to the 
ancient custom, which has latterly fallen 
into disuse since the hula bas become 
discredited. 
At the church a short service was 
beld aud finished at 2 o’clock in the 
morning. The church decorations were 
in sympathy with the Hawaiian ens 
toms on such occasions. 
Thronghont Saturday rain fell in tor 
rents, bot the remains were viewed b) 
thousands. 
After the funeral the quiet 
of the fcene was broken by chants or 
by wailing8 and lamentations of old 
servants of the princess, who recited 
incidents of ber life. Their words were 
extemporaneous, spoken in a chanting, 
melodious way. sometimes accompanied 
by a swaying of the body, which wa* 
kept up until the speakers dropped from 
sheer physical exhaustion. 
The services on Sunday were those of 
the Anglican chnrch. The funeral pro 
cession was led by the marshal of the 
republic. A. H. Brown, his deputies and 
a company of mounted police.

A freak beast which will excite curi­ 
osity in out zoological gardens is tho 
tamarau, a I wart euffalo found in the 
forests of Mindoro of th*- Philippine 
group. 
It is a stunted form of the old 
world buffalo, not of the American 
bison. 
It sometimes occurs high up in 
the mountains. 
It tunnels pathways 
through the thick bamboo undergrowth 
covering the mountain sides above 6,000 
feet. Hunters agust go upon hands and 
knees to follow* these trails. The aborig­ 
ines never hunt this little beast, being 
deathly afraid cf it 
The midget Philippine squirrel is an 
other odd c r e a s e . It is about the size 
of a mouse, has legs longer in propor­ 
tion than those of the ordinary squirrel, 
larger eyes and rounded ear* 
A large 
brown rat, gray underneath and with a 
squirrellike head and eyes, but black, 
cordlike tail, is of still greater interest 
from un evolutionary point of view. It 
is discovered to be the last liuk long 
needed to complete the chain of rein 
tiouship between the true rat and the 
water rats.

A freak beast which will excite enri 
unity in on: zoological gardens is the 
tamaraii, a I wart buffalo found in the 
forests of Mindoro of the Philippine 
group. 
It is a stunted form of the old 
world buffalo, not of the American 
bison. 
It sometimes occurs high up iii 
the mountains. 
It tunnels pathways 
through the thick bamboo undergrowth 
covering the mountain sides alleve 6,000 
feet. Hunters uffist go upon hands and 
knees to follow these trails. The aborig­ 
ines never hunt this little beast, being 
deathly afraid cf i t 
The midget Philippine squirrel is an 
other odd c r e a s e . It is about the size 
of a mouse, has legs longer in propor­ 
tion than those of the ordinary squirrel, 
larger eyes and rounded ears. 
A large 
brown rat, gray underneath and with a 
squirrellike head and eyes, but black, 
cordlike tail, is of still greater interest 
from an evolutionary point of view. It 
is discovered to be the last link long 
needed t»> complete the chain of rela 
tioiisliip between the trne rat and the 
water rats. A wild pig, dignified by the 
name of “ S um celebensis Philippinen- 
sis, ’ is found throughout the wind* 
Philippine group. It is exceedingly ex 
elusive during the day, when it hide* 
in the forests, but sallies gayly fort I 
during the night into the native maiz< 
and rice fields, where it does much 
damage. The natives call this badly be 
loved pig “ babai. ” 
'The Philippines will also contribute 
a giant fruit eating bat. All America] 
bats, of course, sn twist entirely upon 
insects aud are provided with shall 
teeth with which to nip them 
Tin 
fruit eating bat of these islands is 
larger than a rat, has a long head aim 
blunt teeth. 
It makes nightly inroad- 
upon the banana plantations and othei 
fruit preserve*.

How They Taught the Cubans 
to Clean Their City.

Fifth infantry, doflcribea in the New 
York Journal the work of the immune 
regiment in regenerating Santiago a« 
follows: 
The regeneration of Santiago is going 
on so swiftly aa to astonish the inhab­ 
itants. The fever has been stamped out. 
the Nanigos have been suppressed, and 
the American troops have proved them 
sabres aa brave in peace aa in war. How 
tbs work has been accomplished is a 
long story. Every commander and regi 
meat baa done ita share toward bring­ 
ing a boot tho general result 
If peace 
bas Its victories no less renowned than 
war, I feel certain that the officers and 
men of my command are entitled to the 
highest credit 
Oar c r a p Use on s beautiful site be­ 
yond tbs (tty. overlooking the bay. As 
j o i enter the romantic harbor and pass 
the Morro, where once Sampson and 
Schley thundered day and night, yon 
can see It gleam a line of snowy white 
beyond the city to the right and above 
the walls of tents a tall flagpole, at 
whose top the stars and stripes wave in 
the breese from dawn to dusk. 
The regiment was organised from the 
10.000 immunes and received ita train 
tog in Oolnmbna, Miss. 
It consiated of 
young men. fresh from fields, farina, of­ 
fices and workshops, and in one month 
and eight days was aa well disciplined 
rn body aa ever marched out of a camp 
It left Oolnmbna Aug. 6 and arrived at 
Santiago Aug. IS. 
It had a hard siege 
at Amt Though Toral had surrendered, 
tbs Spanish prisoners of war wert* there 
to be guarded. Nanigos were there to 
fight and vanquish, and. worse still, fe 
ver, filth and disease were everywhere 
menacing health and lifa 
A t that time men and women, little 
children, soldiers and civilians. Spun 
lards and Americana were filling the 
hospitals and dying in houses and on 
the open street. The Fifth regiment 
was ordered to encamp a mile south of 
the city. 
It moved there, clearing a 
road part of the way. and on its arrival 
selected a site and prepared the ground 
for the establishment of its habitation 
There was a lack of transportation and 
a scarcity of water, but the enthusiast) 
of the men overcame these and all other 
obstacles. 
They worked day and night 
to make theii new home coinfoitable 
clean and healthful. 
The site was 
drained, all decaying matter disinfect* 
' sd, and improved sinks constructed at 
proper points where the natural drain 
age of the soil would carry awny any 
health destroying elements. 
A boiled 
water plant was erected which turned 
* out three times the amount of boiled 
water necessary for drinking purposes. 
and strict orders were issued prohibit 
tog the nae of the springs and streams 
to the neighborhood. 
To prevent the danger arising from 
deeping on the ground the men were 
directed to make beds. bunks, ham 
mocks or any contrivances which would 
answer the purpose. Borne of these were 
very comical, consisting of barrel stave*- 
fastened together with ropes or of boxes 
nailed together to form a wooden bench 
Nevertheless it was only a few days be 
fore every man had a bed raised three 
feet from the earth. 
While doing this 
onerous work the regiment furnished 
guards to protect government property 
and preserve order and performed other 
military duties. The men were taught 
to follow the example of .the natives 
and to remain under cover as far sh 
possible during the bet hours of the day 
and to have all their food cooked before 
cit was served on the mess tables. 
Thanks to these precautions and to 
abe discipline which marked nearly ev 
«ry regiment in Santiago, there was no 
more sickness in the camp than in a 
similar camp garrisoned by regulars at 
home. Within a month the place was a 
model and was visited and admired not 
only by our own officers, but by foreign 
officers and troops of natives. It seemed 
to exert a good influence, because we 
noticed that many of the Cabane living 
IU the neighborhood went to work on 
their own account and made similar 
improvements around their own houses 
and in the roads and streets near their 
homes Since that time the labor of the 
regiment has become almost mechanical 
in its regularity and efficiency 
The 
camp is still a model and the health ol 
the men admirable 
They have aided 
the people in closing up the pest holes 
of the city, in repaving the thorough 
fares, in draining the roads and in re 
moving the debris and rubbish which 
seem never to have been touched sine* 
the place was bounded 
It keeps pelted 
order in the neighborhood, and it has 
had no trouble whatever with eithei 
Spaniards * a ( ’u ba us 
I know of no liner example of a regi­ 
ment of American volunteers making 
such a magnific* ut record in so brief r. 
time. The organization of the immunes 


was an experiment, bot its success 
shows that the idea was as wise as any 
which our generals ever put into execu­ 
tion.

The late Profesaoi O C Marsh was 
sometimes spoken of. even by dignified 
men of sci* nee. as a “ hustler " One of 
his friends used to tell a story of him 
illustrating one of his characters!irs 
which led to the bestowal of this dc 
script ive epithet upon him During the 
early development and improvement of 
Colorado excavations revealed what 
promised to he a “ find” in th*1 depart 
meat of science with which Professor 
Marsh was concerned. The moment the 
first news of it published in New Haven 
fell under Professor Marsh s eye. be 
placed a few essentials in a grip and 
took the first train for the west 
After 
the train had passed the last important 
station on the way to his destination 
the professor went through the cars 
gunning for anybody who might pos 
sibly be on the same errend as himself 
He recognized bo fellow in science, hut 
got into conversation with a man who 
proved to be one and on the same mis 
•ion. 
March carefully avoided permit 
ting his identity or interest in the sub 
ject to become known and after finish 
ing his chat returned to his own car 
There he began atndying the time ta bl* 
and such maps aa were obtainable 
Then he pnt judicious questions to th* 
conductor and trainbands and came to 
the conclusion that be coaid heat th* 
other fellow if he could get off the trail;

Dr A F. Beard, who was sent to 
Porto Rico as the special commissioner

Generals 
Sibley and Sully, with fully 15,000 
I men. bad months of the hardest kind of 
S fighting to bring the braves to their 
pork 
Our loss of life was not great, 
I but the campaign was an expensive 
j one. 
“Ten y ea rs prior to this war the 
great Sioux war began, and this, too. 
had the beef question mixed up in it— 
in fact, was the cause of the war. Howt- 
ever, the beef was on the hoof and not 
in cans or refrigerated. 
Near the m ili­ 
tary post at Fort Laramie some Sioux 
were camped, and one day a train of 
Mormon emigrants came along, having 
with them several cows. 
Some of the 
Indians were beef hungry, and a brave 
stepped out and killed one of the cows, 
and he and hie friends bad a feast. The 
Mormons complained to the officer in 
charge of the post, and he sent out 20 
men under command of an officer. The 
soldiers demanded the surrender of the 
Indian who bad killed the cow, but this 
was positively declined, the Indians de­ 
claring, however, that they were ready 
and willing to pay the Mormons the 
full value of the cow. The officer would 
not lirtten to any wnch proposition, aud 
after again demanding the surrender of 
the cow killer aud meeting with a re­ 
fusal be ordered his men to open fire

ll la Propound lei Perf ec t ain Or««n- 
iautioB a t Honolulu.

FOR T H E STUDY OF BOTANY. 


M o v e m e n t t o B a t a b ll n h a B o t a n i c a l 
S tilt io n In I 'o r to R ic o . 


The U nited States is planning to es­ 
tablish a 
botanical station in Porto 
Rico. 
Efforts are being made now to 
have the headquarters for scientists of 
this country in the newly acquired is 
land of the United States. 
Application 
has been m ade to the departm ent of a g ­ 
riculture, and the m a tte r is under a d ­ 
visem ent in W ashington. 
The m ovem ent for a national biolog­ 
ical station in the tropics was started 
several years ago by leading scientists 
in A m erica. 
It assumed tangible form 
more th an a year ago. when a com m it­ 
tee was appointed to select a suitable 
location and to enlist the leading men 
of science in the country to support it. 
This com m ittee announced its decision 
in favor of Jam aica, but the w ar with 
Spain cam e on before an y th in g was 
done to establish the station. Since the 
U nited S tates has come into the posses­ 
sion of Porto Rico this island has been 
regarded as a suitable location for a sci­ 
entific station. 
Investigation bas shown that the con­ 
ditions are as favorable there as in .Ta 
maica. As a consequence the com m ittee 
of scientists has proposed the establish­ 
ment of a station for research and in ­ 
vestigation on the island. 
A petition 
has been sent to the departm ent of ag 
riculture asking governm ent aid for the 
enterprise. It is proposed to establish a 
plant sim ilar to the Bnitenzorg station 
sustained by the German governm ent 
in Java. It w ill be a place where Arner 
ican scientists can go for observation 
and study of the fauna and flora of th.-* 
tropics. 
Some of the most valuable sci 
entitle discoveries in recent years have 
been the result of work done at tho 
B nitenzorg station. 
Dr. J. M. Coulter, professor of botany 
in the U niversity of Chicago, who was 
chairman of the com m ittee to locate the 
station, said of the m atter the othei 
day 
“ The departm ent of agricultor* 
has a man on the island uow exam ining 
its flora w ith a view to advancing th* 
com mercial 
interests of 
the United 
States. 
Upon his return we shall awl. 
the departm ent to consider the advise 
k ility o f establishing a station for scion 
tific research on the island 
The island 
would be suitable for our purposes Th* 
conditions are right for studying tropic­ 
al plant life. ” —Chicago Tim es-H erald

all the Kam eham ebas. except the great 
Kamehaineha, 
who was buried, like 
Moses, no man knows where. 
The fu ­ 
neral took place on Sunday, March 12, 
and fully 25.000 jieople attended it. 
It 
is 
H aw aii's 
su p e r stitio n 
that the 
death of a member of the royal fam ily 
is accompanied by the severest rainfall 
of the year. 
The conditions attending 
the death and burial of K aiulani bore 
out the superstition. 
The raid began 
falling in torrents after she diad and 
continued until after she was buried 
The hours of the funeral, however, were 
bright and clear. 
All that the m ilitary and civic pomp 
of civilization could add to the strange 
old H aw aiian funeral custom s w ent to 
make the cerem ony one not easily for­ 
gotten. 
For nearly seven days there 
was not an instant when some cere­ 
mony was not in progress. 
Soon after 
her death kahili bearers began waving 
royal kahilis, or feather pinnies, ever her 
body. 
Every bearer, whether a man or 
a woman, wore a yellow feather cape, 
which is a sign of H aw aiian royalty 
The bearers stood rigidly erect, and the 
w aving of the plnmes was done accord­ 
ing to a formula, from which it was a 
point of honor not to vary. 
At the be­ 
ginning each bearer beld his kahili in 
the “ carry arm s’' position. 
At a sig ­ 
nal the kahilis were extended in a bori 
bo ii tai position till they touched tips 
w ith those on the opposite side of the 
casket. 
Each bearer then waved bis 
kahili to the right, then to the left, re­ 
peating each motion, and then holding 
the plumes aloft, finally returning to 
the first position.

several kahili bearers fainted from sheer 
exhaustion 
The body lay in state at A inahan u n ­ 
til the Friday preceding the funeral and 
was then removed to the K aw aialias 
church. 
The ceremony of removal was 
weird. 
It took place in the middle of 
the night T he sky was heavily overcast 
and threatened rain 
Kahili bearers 
walked beside the hearse, w aving aloft 
torches m ade of oily kukui n u ts spitted 
on bamboo poles. 
Following the hearse, 
cam e members of the royal fam ily in 
carriages, then friends, old servants and 
retainers. 
Among the last were many 
Mele women, who hand down from gen- 
eiation 
to generation 
the historical 
chants reciting the valor, great deeds 
and history of the H aw aiian people. 
They wailed aud chanted throughout 
the journey to the church. O thers w ail­ 
ed in cadence, while some of the old 
servants broke out in lam entations and 
expressions of personal grief. T he dark 
ness, the w eird light of torches, the 
absence of th e constraining presence of 
the w hite m an and the w hite m an © 
customs, revived in many of the old 
H aw aiians 
thought, and 
feelings of 
earlier days, and they broke into hula 
hula songs and dances, according to the 
ancient custom, which has latterly fallen 
into disuse since the hula has become 
discredited. 
At the church a short service was 
held and finished at 2 o'clock in the 
morning. The church decorations were 
in sym pathy w ith the H aw aiian ens 
toms on snch occasions. 
Throngbont Saturday rain fell in tor 
rents, bat the rem ains were view ed b} 
thousands. 
After the funeral the quiet 
of the scene was broken by chants oi 
by w aitings and lam entations of old 
servants of the princess, who recited 
incidents of her life. Their words wen 
extemporaneous, spoken in a chanting, 
melodious way. som etim es accompanied 
by a sw aying of the body, which was 
kept up until the speakers dropped from 
sheer physical exhaustion. 
The services on Benday were those of 
the Anglican chnrch. The funeral pro 
cession was bd by the marshal of th* 
republic. A. H. Brown, his d ep oses and 
a company of mounted police. 
The® 
followed members of the royul family, 
civil officials, foreign consuls, repre 
sentutivcs of societies and the clergy 
including the Catholic 
bishop.

hearse was drawn by 280 natives, nni 
formed in w hite trousers, blue sweat 
era. w hite hats arid blae and yellow 
cloth capes 
From the chnrch tc the 
tomb is two miles, but the entire dis 
tunes WUN lined w ith spectators.

IMMUNES AT SANTIAGO. 


H ow T hey T a u g h t the C ubans 


to C lean T heir City. 


HAVD ERECTED A MODEL CAMP. 


ft Is Vialled and Admired by Oar 
Own and F o reig n Officer* — T h eir 
€'«l«*el flhown Hove the B ip e rU 
•neat of dneb Commands Ila* Proved 
m C real 8a«$eeaa. 


Colonel H. II. Sargent, United States 
F ifth infantry, doflcribea in the New 
York Journal the work of the immune 
arogim(tnt in regenerating Santiago as 
follows 
The regeneration of Santiago is going 
on so swiftly aa to astonish the inhab­ 
itan ts The fever has been stamped out. 
th e Nanigoe have been suppressed, and 
the American troops have proved them­ 
selves aa brave in peace as in war. How 
tb s work baa been accomplished is a 
long story. Every commander and regi­ 
m ent has done its share toward bring­ 
ing about the general result 
If peace 
bas its victories no less renowned than 
w ar, I feel certain that the officers and 
men of my command are entitled to the 
highest credit 
O ar camp lies on a beautiful site be­ 
yond the city, overlooking the bay 
As 
j a m enter the romantic harbor and pass 
the Morro, where once Sampson and 
Schley thundered day and night, yon 
can see It gleam a line of snowy whit** 
beyond the city to the right and above 
th e walls of tents a tall flagpole, at 
whose top the stars and stripes wave in 
the breeze from dawn to dash. 
The regiment was organised from the 
10,000 immunes and received its tra in ­ 
ing In Columbus, Miss. 
It consisted of 
young men, fresh from fields, farms, of 
flees and workshops, and in ens month 
and eight days was as well disciplined 
rn body as ever marched out of a camp 
It left Columbus Aug. 6 and arrived at 
Santiago Aug. IS. 
It had a hard siege 
a t first. Though Toral had surrendered. 
the Spanish prisoners of war were there 
to be guarded, Nanigos were there to 
fight and vanquish, and, worse still, fe 
ver, filth and disease were everywhere 
menacing health and life. 
At that time men and women. little 
children, soldiers and civilians, Span­ 
iards and Americans were filling the 
Viospitals and dying in houses and on 
the open street 
The Fifth regiment 
was ordered to encamp a mile south nl 
the city. 
It moved there, clearing a 
road part of the way. and on its arrival 
selected a site and prepared the ground 
for the establishment of its habitation 
There was a lack of transportation and 
a scarcity of water, but the enthusiast! 
of the men overcame these and ail other 
obstacles. 
They worked day and flight 
to make theii new home rowfoi table 
clean sud healthful. 
The site was 
drained, all decaying m atter disinfect* 
' sd, and improved sinks constructed at 
proper points where the natural drain 
age of the soil woald carry away any 
health destroying elements. 
A boiled 
water plant was erected which turned 
out three times the amount of boiled 
water necessary for drinking purposes, 
and strict orders were issued prohibit 
Ing the use of the springs and streams 
in the neighborhood. 
To prevent the danger arising from 
•deeping on the ground the men were 
directed to make beds. bunks, ham 
mocks or soy contrivances which would 
answer the purpose. Borneol these were 
very comical, consisting of barrel atavi* 
fastened together with ropes or of boxes 
nailed together to form a wwiden bench 
Nevertheless it was only a few days be 
fore every man had a bed raised three 
feet from the earth. 
While doing this 
onerous work the regiment furnished 
guards to protect government property 
and preserve order and |ierformeti other 
military duties. 
The men were taught 
to follow the example of the natives 
and to remain under cover aa far uh 
possible during the bet hours of the day 
and to have all their food cooked before 
fit was served on the mess tables 
Thanks to these precautions and to 
sibs discipline which marked nearly ev 
ery regiment in Santiago, there was no 
more sickness in the camp than in a 
similar camp garrisoned by regulars at 
boms Within a month the place whs a 
model and was visited and admired not 
only by our own officers, but by foreign 
•officers and troops of natives It seemed 
to exert a good influence, because we 
noticed that many of the Cubans living 
IU the neighborhood went to work ou 
their own account and made similar 
improvements around their own bouses 
and in the roads and streets near their 
homes Sinew that time the labor of the 
regiment has become almost mechanical 
in its regularity and efficiency 
The 
camp is still a model anil the health ol 
the men admirable 
They have aided 
tho people iii closing up the pest holes 
of the city, in repaving the thorough 
fares, in draining the roads and in re 
m uting the ii< i ria and rubbish which 
seem never to have ho#n touched sinct 
the place was founded 
It keeps perfect 
order in the neigh hor hood, and it has 
had im trouble whatever with t ithe* 
Spaniards or Cubans

Story Show ing Tim! In Ulm Wore 
Combined ICnerK) and Know ledge. 
The late Professor O. C Marsh was 
sometimes spoken of. even by dignified 
men of science, as a “ hustler 
One of 
his friends used to tell a story of him 
illustrating one of his characteristics 
which led to Hie bestowal of this de 
•eruptive epithet upon bim 
Daring the 
early development and improvement of 
Colorado 
excavations revealed 
what 
promised to be a “ find” in the depart 
ment of science with w hich Professor 
Marsh was concerned. The moment the 
first news of it published in New Haven 
fell under Professor Marsh s eye. be 
placed a few essentials in a grip and 
took the first train for the west 
After 
the train had passed the last important 
station on the way to bis destination 
the professor went through the cars 
gunning for anybody who might pus 
si lily be on the same errcnd as himself 
He recognized bo fellow in science, but 
got into conversation with a man who 
proved to be one and on the same mis 
•ion. 
Marsh carefully avoided permit 
ting his identity or interest in the sub 
ject to become known and after finish 
ing his chat returned to his own car 
There he began studying the time ta bb 
and such 
maps as were obtainable 
Then he put judicious questions to tin 
conductor and trainbands and came to 
the conclusion that he coaid beat tin 
other fellow if be coaid get off the train 
about 20 miles outside of the city of 
their common destination 
He figured 
that he could in that event go straight 
on the short side of a triangle to tin 
place of the discovery which he desired 
to investigate, while the other man 
woald have to travel two sides of th 
triangle, one on the train and the otbei 
by horse and wagon 
Professor Marsh quietly betook him 
self and bis grip to the rear car of tin 
train 
At an opportune moment In 
went out to the platform 
He studied 
the landscape and ganged the speed oJ 
the train 4ind noted the mileposts ain 
other marks of which fie had learned 
from the railroad men He was reliever 
to see a honse not far from the jaunt hi 
had fixed upon as the most advantage 
ons for him 
When near it. be pulled 
the bell rope, and as soon as the trail, 
had slowed enough for him to risk it In 
jumped off and sprinted over the field* 
toward the honse.

Ain feast - from which she was to be 
^eluded. She hovered over the scene 
btl the last moment, smiling, restless, 
tedolgent, authoritative, as unselfishly 
absorbed in the spirit of the occasion as 
if she had been “ fixing things” for a 
children's party.

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THM K IMW OF KOKKA. 
off his topknot, or short cue. which 
from time immemorial baa adorned the 
tops of the Korean kings’ heads. 
In other ways the king has shown bis 
desire to conform hereafter to occiden 
tai customs 
He desires to ride in car­ 
riages fashioned after American ideas 
and bas just given an order for the con 
structionof a royal carriage, which will 
be modeled in some respects after a car 
riage used by the Japanese emperor 
Riots which recently occurred between 
the reform and conservative elements of 
Korea have subsided 
The reformists

N A V A L M I L IT IA AT HAW AII.

Hawaii is to have a naval m ilitia or 
ganization similar to the auxiliary 
forces jKissessed by many of the states 
which w ere so valuable in the recent 
Spanish war. 
Secretary Long received 
a letter on the subject recently from J 
B. Castle, who was the Hawaiian secre 
tary of legation at Washington before 
annexation was accomplished, asking 
for ail the necessary regulations regard 
iug the militia, in order that steps 
conia be taken at once at Honolulu to 
perfect an organization 
The navy department is highly grate 
tied with tile prospect of such a reserve 
force in the mid Pacific as Mr. Castle 
and the Hawaiian* interested with him 
propose to establish, especially as it is 
impossible to maintain as large a regu­ 
lar naval force there at present as the 
im p ortan ce of the locality would justi 
fy did Admiral Dewey not require m> 
many vessels in the Philippine* 
It is 
expected that a naval officer will soon 
be spared to undertake the instruction 
of the Hawaiian battalion in technical 
matters, drills and routine ship life. 
and, if possible* a monitor or gunboat 
will he assigned to the battalion ba 
cruising duty 
T h e appropriation of congress provid­ 
ing for arms and equipment for naval 
m ilitia organizations may not be at 
once available for the Hawaiian battal­ 
ion, as it is apparently limited to states, 
o m ittin g auv mention of territories, al­ 
though the District of Columbia militia, 
w h ich was recently organized, partici­ 
pate* in the fun d 
The H a w a iia n s are 
aware of th is le g isla tiv e oversight, but 
th e y propose to go ahead and bear all 
exp en ses them selves, if necessary, realiz­ 
ing th a i anch protection a* they win 
g iv e H o n o lu lu is in d isp e n sa b le -

Br. Beant Sh ai* the Kallvr* Live ou 
Bananas, and Only 12 Per Cent Can 
Write—So Buildings Are Specially 
Set Apart as School bouse* — Meat

Dr A F Beard, w’ho was sent to 
Porto Rico as the special commissioner 
of the American Missionary association, 
bas made a report of the conditions in 
that island, aa related to population, 
education, homes and opportunities for 
a new Americanism, such as the asso­ 
ciation has represented for more than 
half a century 
Following is a summary 
of hit! report 
“ A census of Porto Rico lately taken 
gives the population as 890,000, which 
may be divided in round numbers as 
follows White, 500,000; colored, 390,- 
000, of whom about 90.000 are blacks. 
This gives a dense population of nearly 
248 to the square mile. 
The whites 
comprise the Spaniards and Porto Hi 
I cans of Spanish blood. 
The colored are 
I of all shades, chiefly burnt sienna, and 
I mostly straight haired 
The blacks are 
negroes, pure and simple 
Tile whites 
may be divided into the ruling clans, 
numbering perhaps 100,000. and the 
peasants, or gibaros, 400,000 
The col 
ored are mixed (mestizos). 
The peas­ 
ants. or gibaros. with the mestizos and 
blacks, together form the class of nu 
skilled laborers 
They are miserably 
poor, and literally live from hand to 
mouth 
Their cabins, or “shack*,' are 
set on poles driveu into the ground, the 
floor being raised a few feet. The aver­ 
age household furniture consists of a 
I few dishes and utensils made of cain 
bash shells, or gourds, with some rude 
earthenware 
A little patch of land for 
the plantain grove, or some corn or 
sweet potatoes, possibly a cow, a pig 
and a diminutive horse of Gothic ard u 
te d ure form the property and provi­ 
sion for life 
“ The people seldom get any meat And 
but little bread for food, as none of the 
I cereals grow well there 
As a result. 
I they are as a class amende and hungry 
I looking Their staple food is the banana 
j which, for steady diet, does not put a 
j great deal of iron into the blood 
Most 
I of their food grows on trees Here they 
I are. more than one-half of the pupil la- 
tion, in deus** ignorance, too ignorant 
to be discontented with this existence, 
which in its condition is pitiful beyond 
expression 
“ Out of 890.000 there are 111.380 
w ho can read but of these 14.513 can 
not write 
Nearly 800,000 are without 
know'ledge beyond that of their ow l 
hut 
In every town there are certain 
people with 
varying attainmentk in 
education, who hold the more respond 
hie positions in life, hut they have en 
tiraly failed to realize any responsibility 
for this appalling mass of ignorance 
about them Urn- half of the population 
is in towns 
All of the towns are built 
ou the same general plan, and in morn 
of them four of the Ave senses are con 
stautly offended 
Odors are always in 
evidence. As to feeling, the opportune 
ties for the study of entomology are un 
bounded. Aa to taste, everything is sui 
orated with garlic 
The sight is hurt 
constantly in the wan and pinched faces 
of the poor and iu their apparently 
needless poverty in a land where plenty 
I would come ea-ily 
iud in their igno 
! ra nee ut the fact that tile lower ammu!- 
! are God s creatures 
lin y lash their 
stunted horses without mercy; 
they 
prick their ox* n cruelly with goads 
I They do not. how ever, mean to be cruel 
Th* v ar* very humane people to t lien 


' own neigh I mrs who are sufferers

show affection for children, though u

A Question of Beef Cost t'ncle Sam 
$20,000,000 In Another Case. 
“The present beef inquiry.” said an 
official of the war department, “ recalls 
the fact that one of the most expensive 
Indian wars we ever had was caused by 
the efforts of a contractor for furnish­ 
ing supplies to the Indians to foist upon 
them a lot of hog meat that did not 
come up to the standard. 
This was 
back iii 1862. The contractor unloaded 
a consignment of what he pretended 
was prime pork, but proved to be the 
refuse portions of bogs, consisting most­ 
ly of heads. 
It was the Sioux Indian* 
be wanted to feed on this, but they 
made a vigorous kick 
The contractor 
very unwisely tried to force his objec­ 
tionable pork on them, and there was a 
rebellion. The Indians put on their war 
paint and went scalp hunting. Generals 
Sibley and Sully, with fully 15,000 
men. bad months of the hardest kind of 
fighting to bring the braves to their 
pork. 
Our loss of life was not great. 
I lint the campaign was an expensive 
I one. 
“ Ten years prior to this war the 
great Sioux war began, and this, too. 
had the beef question mixed up iii it— 
in fact, was the cause of the war. How­ 
ever. the beef was on the hoof and not 
in cans or refrigerated. 
Near the m ili­ 
tary post at Fort Laramie some Sioux 
were camped, and one day a train of 
Mormon emigrants came along, having 
with them several cows. 
Some of the 
Indians were beef hungry, und a brave 
stepped out and killed one of the cows, 
and he and his friends had a feast. The 
Mormons complained to the officer iii 
charge of the post, and he sent out 20 
men under command of an officer. The 
soldiers demanded the surrender of the 
Indian who had killed the cow, but this 
was positively declined, the Indians de­ 
claring, however, that they were ready 
i and willing to pay the Mormons the 


I full value of the cow. The officer would 
i not listen to any such proposition, and 
I after again demanding the surrender of 
the cow killer and meeting with a re 
! fnsal be ordered his men to open fire 
“ Well, in less time than it takes to 
tell it the Indians had killed and scalped 
; the officer and his 20 men

I made the Sioux ugly, and they were 
I ready for more, and the fight which be- 
• gan about the sh o o tin g of one cow was 
the beginning of a war which lasted 
for more than three years and cost this (
